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or  the  Discover}  of  a  Rare  1839  Cent  Variety 

by  Gary  Smith 

As  a  collector  of  large  cents  for  more  than  30  years  I  have  read  with 
interest  of  the  recent  upsurge  of  popularity  among  general  collectors  for 
varieties  in  the  various  series.  Over  the  years  I  have  found  my  share  of 
'treasures’  amongst  dealers'  stocks  of  copper,  and  it  still  gets  the 
heart-a-thumpin'  when  you  spot  something  special  you've  always  hoped  to  own 
but  couldn't  afford.  1  thought  I  would  relate  a  recent  experience  I  had  with 
discovery  and  share  this  satisfaction  and  thrill  with  fellow  collectors. 

Having  poured  through  hundreds  of  middle  and  late  date  large  cents 
over  the  years,  try  ing  to  attribute  the  varieties  from  VG's  where  you  can  barely 
spot  those  'lines'  that  are  supposed  to  be  sticking  out  of  Liberty's  neck,  you 
eventually  put  them  aside  never  picking  them  up  again.  Recently  while  going 
through  some  'extras'  I  had  lying  around.  1  found  four  1839  Booby  Heads  in 
low  grade,  purchased  at  various  times.  They  were  unattributed.  Since  I  had 
some  time,  I  thought.  "Why  not?",  and  pulled  out  my  books.  Of  the  nine 
varieties  of  this  one  year  sub-type,  two  are  scarce  to  rare,  the  N-12.  a  R4+  and 
the  N-15,  a  R-6-.  I  use  Jack  Robinson's  Auction  Sale  catalog  for  the  most  part 
when  attributing  my  large  cents;  a  couple  of  reasons  being  1.  the  good 
photographs  of  almost  all  known  varieties  including  multiple  examples  showing 
various  degrees  of  die  states,  and  2.  the  number  of  mid  to  lower  grade 
specimens  shown  in  the  catalog.  Since  many  of  my  coins  fall  within  this 
category  ,  this  helps  tremendously  . 

Back  to  the  '39s!  One  was  easy  ,  a  N-5,  the  diagnostics  being  a  doubled  leaf 
tip  below  c  in  .AMERICA;  also  the  pointed  Coronet  tip  on  Liberty  .  This  variety  is 
common,  worth  around  the  $10  I  had  paid  The  next  one  showed  a  lot  more 
wear,  a  G+  and  so,  obscured  a  lot  of  detail.  After  half  an  hour  or  so.  1  skipped  to 
#3.  This  was  a  nice  smooth  VG-7  or  8.  The  first  thing  I  noticed  was  the  doubled 
leaf  so.  maybe  another  N-5.  but  wait  a  mimte.  the  rev  erse  is  shared  with  the  N-7

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’  N-7,  R-3 

but  also  a  N-12.  I  first  check  the  N-7  knowing  that  the  obverse  almost  always 
comes  cracked  through  stars  four  to  six.  My  coin  has  no  cracks  anywhere  I  can 
see.  I  then  check  the  N-12  noting  that  this  coin  usually  comes  with  an  obverse 
bisecting  crack  from  star  4  to  the  bridge  of  the  nose,  through  the  head,  the  back 
of  the  neck  to  the  rim  between  stars  1 1  and  12.  I  see  no  cracks  anywhere.  But 
wait  a  minute,  the  N-12  obverse  die  has  the  browlock.  a  small  curl  sticking  out 
of  Liberty's  forehead  just  under  the  coronet,  not  curling  back  and  touching  the 
forehead.  This  little  curl  wasn't  present  on  any  large  cents  before  1839.  This 
feature  is  very  prominent  on  both  the  Silly  and  Booby  heads.  This  matched  up 
with  my  coin  but  that  crack  -,  nowhere  to  be  found.  Could  it  be  an  early  die 
state?  Not  having  any  other  sources  to  check,  I  was  stuck.  My  library  in 
temporary  storage,  was  now  sorely  missed.  I  needed  help. 

Here's  where  being  a  member  of  EAC  (Early  American  Coppers) 
comes  into  play.  I  sent  the  coin  to  Don  Argyro  in  Buffalo.  NY.  Don  specializes 
in  late  dates  and  is  currently  conducting  census  data  on  all  late  date  large  cents 
submitted  to  him  by  members  of  EAC.  When  he  received  the  coin  he  too  was 
faced  with  the  "Where's  the  crack(?)"  dilemma;  also  observing  that  the  "curl 
almost  does  seem  to  touch  the  forehead."  He  needed  help.  He  used  his  scanner 
to  send  detailed  photos  of  the  coin  to  John  Wright,  author  of  The  Cent  Book,  a 
massive  work  detailing  varieties  from  1816  through  1839.  He  finally  settled  the 
problem. 

This  lowly  1839  large  cent  which  I  paid  the  princely  sum  of  $7.00 
while  vacationing  on  Cape  Cod  in  1989  or  thereabouts,  turned  out  to  be  a  N-12, 
R4+,  a  very  early  die  state  specimen  (before  the  obverse  die  cracked.)  Even  in 
Good,  the  coin  is  listed  in  the  latest  CQR  (for  Quotes  by  Jack  Robinson)  at  from 
$300  to  $500.  The  'money'  is  nice  but  the  satisfaction,  the  assistance  from 
others,  the  sharing  of  information  have  all  entered  into  making  this  a  fun  'hunt'. 

While  the  early  dates  (1793-1814)  have  long  priced  most  of  us  out  of 
the  market,  the  middle  to  late  dates  (1816-1857)  offer  affordability,  quality  and 
even  rarity.  Get  out  the  books  and  take  the  time  to  attribute  these  later  dates  for 
there  are  still  many  finds  to  be  made.

Are  Capped  Bust  Dimes  Too  Cheap? 

by  Arno  Safran 


If  you  are  primarily  a  collector  of  VF  to  XF  U.S.  type  coins,  you 
probably  admire  many  of  the  obsolete  earlier  issues  but  shun  them  because  of 
their  expense.  There  are  however,  a  number  of  early  19th  century  U.S.  type 
coins  that  have  languished  at  low  prices  because  of  little  demand.  Take  John 
Reich’s  classic  head  Capped  Bust  dime  for  example  ( 1 809- 1 837).  This  type  coin 
was  issued  using  two  different  minting  techniques.  The  larger  open  collar 
varieties  were  struck  from  1809  through  1828  and  the  slightly  reduced  size 
closed  collar  pieces  were  issued  primarily  between  1828  and  1837.  The  years 
1828  and  1829  present  some  overlapping  varieties  of  both  subtypes. 

The  key  date  of  the  entire  series  is  1822  with  a  reported  mintage  of 
100.000.  Out  of  this,  it  is  estimated  that  no  more  than  300  survive  of  which 
most  grade  VG  or  lower.  Other  better  dates  are  the  1809,  (51,065)  1811 
(65.180)  and  1824  (est.  100.000).  The  small  date  varieties  for  the  1814,  and 
1821  along  with  the  1828  large  date  complete  the  number  of  scarcer  date 
varieties  for  the  series.  These  all  command  a  premium  over  the  rest  which  are 
considered  relatively  common  price-wise.  The  most  common  dates  by  mintage 
are  the  1821  Lg.  dt.,  1827,  1835  and  1836  with  over  1,000,000  each.  With 
770,000,  the  1829  as  a  date,  surfaces  almost  as  frequently  as  the  1835,  the  most 
common  date  of  the  series.,  (1,410,000).  Most  of  the  remaining  issues  show 
reported  mintages  well  below  that  figure  but  are  priced  the  same.  In  VF,  the 
larger  open  collar  dimes  are  bid  at  $68  while  those  reduced  size  dimes  with  the 
closed  collar  are  bid  at  only  $40.  These  figures  have  remained  unchanged  since 
mid  1 98 1 ,  a  total  of  1 7+  years. 

When  prices  remain  stagnant  for  that  long  period  of  time,  it  indicates 
lack  of  interest.  Unlike  the  Bust  half  dollar  series  (1807-1836)  which  has 
enjoyed  a  large  collector  base  over  the  years,  only  a  handful  of  numismatists

A  Closer  Look  at  Capped  Bust  Dimes 

(continued  from  previous  page) 


have  studied  the  dimes  of  this  period.  Five  such  individuals,  David  J.  Davis, 
Russell  J.  Logan,  Allen  F.  Lovejoy,  John  W.  McCloskey  and  New  Jersey 
collector  William  L.  Subjack  published  a  book  back  in  1984  entitled  Early 
United  States  Dimes  (1796-1837)  which  is  still  regarded  as  the  standard 
varieties  attribution  guide.  While  most  Bust  halves  were  struck  in  the  millions 
and  kept  in  bank  vaults  to  be  used  as  specie  payments  in  business  ventures  or  to 
back  paper  money  issued  by  other  state  and  local  banks,  these  lower  mintage 
dimes  circulated  heavily.  As  a  result,  Capped  Bust  dimes  are  far  scarcer  yet 
priced  about  the  same  or  less  depending  on  the  grade.  For  years,  one  could 
obtain  a  specimen  grading  Fine  for  $15.  Today  they  sell  for  around  $20. 

Of  interest  is  the  1809  and  181 1/09  issues.  They  are  far  scarcer  than 
the  1805  or  1807  preceding  Draped  Bust  type  but  in  VF  are  only  half  the  price 
(ca.  $475  &  $400  respectively)  according  to  the  'Red  Book'.  After  the  1822.  @ 
$1,200  in  VF-20,  they  are  the  toughest  with  the  1824/2  next  at  $225  in  the 
same  grade.  [Both  the  1811  and  1824  come  as  one  variety  overdates.]  Once  the 
collector  has  acquired  these  'keys'  the  rest  will  be  relatively  easy  and  extremely 
affordable  in  VF-20  to  35,  a  pleasing  grade  range  for  this  attractive  Classic 
Head  portrayal  of  the  Liberty  design. 

Like  the  Bust  halves  (but  unlike  the  quarters  from  this  era)  there  are  many 
die  varieties,  some  extremely  scarce.  The  most  sought  after  variety  is  the  Curled 
Base  2  in  the  date  of  the  1829  issue.  Listed  as  JR- 10  in  the  aforementioned  text, 
the  plate  coin  appears  no  better  than  a  VG/  Fine;  it  is  that  rare.  In  Good-4  it  is 
priced  at  $3,000  and  $5,000  in  Fine- 12  in  the  1999  'Red  Book'.  Most  dealers 
today  know  of  the  variety  but  a  decade  ago,  a  knowledgeable  collector  could 
still  pick  this  one  off  the  numismatic  vine  if  fortunate  to  encounter  one.  (The 
old  adage,  "Knowledge  is  power"  was  certainly  applicable  here!)

1823/2  Overdate 

The  reverse  has  a  number  varieties  based  on  the  size  of  the  0  in  10  and 
the  C  for  cents.  The  1823.  1 1823/2)  with  only  three  varieties  has  small  E's  and 
large  E's  in  the  Legend  on  the  reverse,  but  it  is  the  seldom  seen  variety  2.  |JR-2| 
Large  E  with  the  7th  star  pointing  to  the  upper  curl  and  not  the  headband  on 
the  obverse  that  makes  this  a  R-5  and  worth  the  searching  for. 

The  number  of  gules  (vertical  lines  on  the  reverse  shield)  will  vary 
between  2  and  3  for  some  dates.  The  1829.  JR-12  is  the  only  variety  with  two 
gules  as  all  the  others  have  three  for  that  year. 

Unlike  the  181 1/9.  1823/2  and  1824/2,  in  which  the  overdate  exists  as 
the  "normal  date"  for  those  years,  the  1830/29  appears  in  only  two  varieties  out 
of  the  eight  known  ;  the  JR-4  and  JR-5.  The  position  of  this  overdate  is 
identical  for  both  of  these  varieties  however.  It  is  with  the  spacing  between 
stars  10  through  13  on  the  obverse  and  the  spacing  between  key  letters  in  the 
legend  on  the  reverse  that  form  the  different  varieties  here.  That  said,  neither 
overdate  variety  is  considered  rare,  listed  as  an  R-2  in  the  definitive  text. 

In  contrast  to  the  reduced  size  quarters  (1831-38)  and  Reeded  edge 
half  dollars  ( 1 836-39),  the  motto.  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  remained  above  the  eagle 
on  the  reverse  of  the  dime  after  the  diameter  of  the  planchet  was  slightly 
reduced  (1829-37).  This  series  circulated  at  a  time  when  Spanish-American  Un 
Real  pieces  worth  \2Vit  were  accepted  as  'legal  tender'  here.  These  foreign 
silver  coins  bore  the  Pillar  design,  or  the  portraits  of  the  Spanish  Kings,  Charles 
III,  Charles  IV  or  Ferdinand  VII  and  were  slightly  larger  than  a  dime.  They 
were  struck  in  the  multi-millions  compared  with  their  U.S.  I  Op  counterparts  yet 
today,  most  Capped  Bust  dime  dates  are  priced  similarly  in  the  FINE  to  XF 
grade  range.  When  these  Latin  American  countries  became  republics  some  of 
the  1  Real  pieces  surfaced  in  the  States  but  at  a  fraction  of  the  royal  pieces.  The 
Capped  Bust  dime  series  has  been  too  long  neglected,  offering  much  aesthetic 
pleasure  at  bargain  prices  to  the  knowledgeable  and  adventurous  collector. 


The  author  has  assembled  a  complete  date  set  of  Capped  Bust  dimes  averaging  VI  -35 
including  the  small  and  large  date  for  1814.  1821.  and  1 828  and  reverse  varieties  for  1 823/2  and  1 82d 
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Brief  Survey  of  the  Grading  Serv  ices

The  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  (PCGS)  was  the  first  of  the 
grading  services  being  founded  by  Coin  Dealer  David  Hall  in  1986  and  is  the 
largest.  By  1996  it  had  graded  4.8  million  coins.  It  is  located  in  Newport 
Beach  California.  It  works  by  dealer  submission.  Fees  start  at  $25.  Dealers 
will  submit  a  coin  for  an  individual,  the  theory  being  the  dealer  will  act  as  a 
screen  for  suitability  of  coins  submitted. 


The  second  most  used  grading  service  is  the  Numismatic  Guarantee 
Corporation,  (NGC)  located  in  Parsippany.  NJ.  It  started  in  1987,  the  brainchild 
of  John  Albanese.  NGC  grades  38.000  to  41.000  coins  per  month.  Like  PCGS 
there  is  the  standard  dealer  submission  requirement  in  order  to  screen  for 
suitability.  Fees  start  at  $25.  NGC  is  the  official  grading  service  for  the  ANA. 

Other  grading  services  include  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
Certified  Services  (ANACS),  a  former  ANA  authentication  and  Certification 
Agency  which  is  today  a  division  of  Amos  Press,  publisher  of  Coin  World;  also 
Photo  Certified  Coin  Institute,  (PCI)  in  which  fees  start  at  $7.50  and  it  allows 
direct  submission  from  collectors.  Another,  known  as  the  International 
Numismatic  Grading  service  (INS),  included  a  color  photo  of  the  coin;  Cost- 
$22,  and  finally,  the  International  Coin  Certification  Services  for  Canadian 
Coins.  Their  fee  is  $10  in  Canadian  dollars. 


Other  services  such  as  Compugrade,  Hallmark,  Eagle,  NCI  and  the 
previously  mentioned  INS  are  now  defunct.  Compugrade  graded  Morgan 
Dollars  by  computer  and  was  so  'exacting'  in  its  evaluations  that  it  came  up 
with  ratings  such  as  MS-64.5,  63.7  or  62.8  on  many  of  its  submissions.  It  did 
not  always  accurately  read  luster  -verses-  contact  marks  and  after  about  a  year, 
it  went  under.  A  new  service  named  IGS  or  Independent  Grading  Service  out 
of  Colorado  was  started  this  summer.

Here  are  some  of  the  Pros  and  Cons  of  Certification;  first  the  minuses: 

1.  You  cannot  handle  coins  or  see  the  rim;  2.  'Slabs'  require  greater  storage 
space:  3.  There  is  no  advantage  to  'slabbing'  coins  valued  under  $300; 

The  'plusses'  include:  1.  Insurance  companies  love  slabs;  2.  There  is  greater 
liquidity  when  selling  to  dealers  3.  It  is  easier  to  sell  certified  coins  at  auction 
such  as  Teletrade  for  PCGS,  NGC  and  ANACS. 

It  is  helpful  as  a  seller  to  know  how  dealers  rate  the  certification 
companies.  The  Blue  sheet  (aka  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  for  Sight-Unseen 
Certified  Coins),  lists  prices  based  on  bids  within  grades  that  dealers  will  offer 
on  slabbed  coins  from  the  various  services.  Over  the  years.  PCGS  has  returned 
the  highest  buy  prices  with  NGC  close  behind.  A  more  precise  percentage  index 
appears  as  such;  1 .  PCGS  at  92%  of  bid  based  upon  sheet  value  for  grade. 

2.  NGC  at  89%,  3.  PCI  at  81.9%,  (surprisingly  higher  than  expected), 

4.  ANACS  at  73%,  5.  INS  at  45.9%.  and  6.  NCI  at  43.9%  of  bid.

Solution  to  Numismatic  Crossword 
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Byzantine  Emperors  of  Chaos 
Part  Five  of  a  series  by  Christopher  T.  Connell 

During  the  years  685  to  7/7,  the  imperial  government  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  was  in 
chaos.  In  these  32  years  six  different  men  ruled  in  seven  separate  reigns  (Justinian  II  was 
overthrown  mice.)  Justinian's  mo  reigns  totaled  sixteen  years  or  one  half  of  the  period  of  chaos. 


Philippikos  Bardanes 
(November  4,  711  to  June  3,  713  AD) 

As  Justinian  IPs  madness  continued,  he  dispatched  a  fleet  of  ships  to  the  city 
of  Cherson,  his  former  residence  in  exile.  His  orders  were  to  destroy  the  city 
completely,  raise  its  buildings  to  the  ground,  and  slaughter  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  city. 

Sources  differ  as  to  whether  Bardanes  was  a  general  exiled  to  Cherson  before 
the  rebellion,  or  the  general  in  charge  of  the  army  sent  to  Cherson  which  rebelled. 
Either  way,  Philippikos  returned  to  Constantinople  leading  the  very  armies 
dispatched  to  destroy  Cherson,  and  with  them,  dispatched  Justinian  II  (see  last 
issue's  episode). 

Philippikos'  short  reign  as  emperor  proved  to  be  a  disaster.  Rather  than  rally 
the  Empire  to  defend  against  the  attacking  Bulgars  and  Arabs,  Philippikos  chose 
to  revive  a  theological  doctrine  known  as  Monotheletism  which  had  been  declared  a 
heresy  by  the  Council  of  Constantinople  in  680.  (Monotheletism  was  a  doctrine 
teaching  that  the  separate  divine  and  human  natures  of  Jesus  were  united  in  a 
single  "will".  Orthodoxy  teaches  that  Jesus  has  one  "nature"  that  is  both  fully 
divine  and  fully  human.)  Philippikos  to  resurrect  a  dead  heresy.  This  plus  the 
sacking  of  several  cities  in  the  Opsikon  Theme  by  Arab  armies,  resulted  in  the 
officers  of  that  Theme  revolting,  deposing  Philippikos  and  blinding  him.  There 
survives  no  record  of  the  former  emperor  after  that,  except  for  the  uncertain 
observation  that  he  died  soon  after  on  January  20  in  either  714  or  715. 

The  coin  pictured  above  is  a  rare  solidus  of  Philippikos  Bardanes,  (S.  1447, 
20mm,  4.5 1 g.  Obverse  (shown)  portrait  of  Philippikos  wearing  crown  and  loros , 
holding  a  globus  cruciger  and  an  eagle-tipped  scepter  with  a  cross  above. 
Inscription:  D.N.FILEPICL'S  MULTUS  AN  for  "Long  Live  (many  years)  Our  Lord 
Philippikos."  Reverse:  Cross  potent  on  three  steps.  Inscription:  VICTORIA  AVytl 
for  "Victory  to  the  Emperor."  O  officina,  CONOB  in  exergue.  The  coin  w'ell 
centered  and  FDC;  and  among  the  finest  known.
